keeping temperatures below 
seven more deaths in Berlin, 
stay abed. 


Seven new deaths from cold re- 
ported overnight In Berlin made a 
total of 156 in the city since Decem- 
ber 1, The newspaper Dermorgen 
reported a police survey showed that 
nearly 16,000 people were in danger 
of freezing owing: to inadequate 
home heating. 


However, the grim picture was

Power 
hos been cut about 11 hours daily 
due to a shortage of coal. 


In Paris, citizens stayed in bed as 
the temperatures dropped sharply 
and a bitter north wind brought 
snow flurries, The streets and sub- 
ways were almost deserted.

“The chgmical descent of man,” hy 
sald, “uxtends hly perception of kin- 
ships and his sense of trends of 
evolution through fur greater ranges 
thon the anatomical evidince with 
which Darwin had largely to be con- 
tent. It tella ua where we have come 
from, and if we read it wisely and 
well, I believe it may: well tell us 
much about where we are golng. 

“It provides ay bie new basis 
for sociology, so far almost completely 
Ignored.” is 

f New Evidence 

Enzymes ond vitamins offer the 
new evidence ‘of man’s origin, anid Dr 
Willams, Enzymes: are small, in- 
visible, chemical compounds that 
govern all tho physical renctlons of 
human bodies, animals and plaints. 
There are thoukxands -of them, cach 
ane with a specific Job in Mving 
cheminxtry, : 

Exactly ‘the same enzymen- are 
found in men, animals and plants. 
In this way, Dro Williams said, man 
‘is related to the vegetables he cats, 
the bacterin that Infect him and the 
insects that plague him. 

Furthermore, said Dr Willlams, we 
find the same enzymes which man 
ures in the cells of ving things whose 
progenitors presumnbly — antedated 
mun on earth by hundreds of millions 
of years, 

Somvy vitamins have been found to 

vtinl parts goof enzymes. 

the vitarhin and — the 

enzyme ono longer works, More- 

ever, said Dr Williams, some 

vitamins play this activating role 

for more that one kind of enzyme, 
Role of Sulfanilamide 

There are also anti-enzymes, 
chemiealk which stop cnzymg action, 
One of these, he deeldred, is sulfanila- 
mide, It combines with enzymes 
nceded by germs and 50 cures disease, 

Dr Willinms found the direct link 
with evolution in the yenes, things 
as small as yitamins and enzymes, 
that control heredity, He snid’ the 
new chemical evidence indicates 
that each fene Is an enzyme, nnd so 
is subject to chemical control. 

He took issue with recent medical 
criticism of tao widespread use of 
vitamins by the publi¢ and physicians, 
and said the prospect of synthetic 
vitamins will help to assure an nad- 
equate food supply for all mankind.
